New York, Nov. 10. — Alfred Guvett, 
a rough handed, hardy man, arrived in 
New York Wist evening by rail from his 
home in Oakland, Oal ., and at once put 
out for police headquarters.

The two left San Francisco on 
October 3rd by the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany's Bteamer bound for New York by 
way of Panama. Guyetc started aoruss 
the oontitiant to intercept them 

The Pacific Mail steamer had just ar- 
rived here, and the police found that 
among her passengers from San Francisco 
were "Joseph Reed, wife and sister." 
They easily traced them to the Sheridan 
House, 169 Canal street, and the wife 
and sister proved to be the runaway girls. 
They wore Uken oare of at police head- 
quarters. Reed proved to bo Durham, 
and was arrested on the charge of abduc- 
tion. 

Jersey City, Nov. 10. — The situation 
of the strike at the hog abattoir on 
Hackensack metdows was unchanged to- 
day. The sheriff's poase is in charge. 
The non-Btrikers were loitiring about 
and no difficulty is apprehended. At 
noon to-day sixty butchers arrived from 
Ner York to fill the places of the strik- 
ers .

After arriving at Durbin'a, 
while Mr. Grant was in the sheep corral, 
the man attempted to run, and lie took 
after him on horseback, heading him off. 
The man pulled a pistol and fired a shot 
at Grant. The latter began to dismount, 
and was in the acfof stepping down from 
the horse when the thief firod another 
shot, striking Grant in the mouth and 
killing him instantly. Mr. Grant was a 
large Bheep-owner and a highly respected 
oitizen. The neighborhood is greatly ex- 
cited and hunting the murderer in every 
direction. There is $500 reward offered 
for his capture Description : Five feet 
eight inches tall; short beard, two weeks' 
growth; red hair; upper front teeth 
broken; name not known . 

New Yoke, Nov. 9. — A Utica dispatch 
to the Sun states that since she severed 
her connection with Literary Life, Miss 
Cleveland Ins been annoyed by pub 
lished statements of its publisher, A. P 
Elder.

conduct our business on the ton hour plan 
and according to our own best interest.

ONTARIO. 

Tim Ottawa police havti luul placed 
in their hands a letter from a young 
girl named Agnes Saunders, up to tho 
present employed in tho coffee house, 
which she wrote to a girlj friend, stat- 
ing her intention of committing suicide 
by drowning in tho Ottawa. She wills 
ull her possessions to tho girl friend. 
She aays she suicides on account of 
misfortune which has come upon her, 
and to save herself from insult, and 
sho expresses bitter regret at having 
run away from lier home and friends. 

Inspector Sweetman has exposed an 
attempt to blackmail the Postal depart- 
ment. About three weeks ago a man 
residing near Little Querent, Ontario, 
addressed registered letters to Win. 
Harris of this city, in which he stated 
that he enclosed $150. When the let- 
ters reached Harris they only contain 
ed blank sheets of note paper. Mr 
Sweetman took the matter in hand, 
and found that the man had prepared 
two sets of letters; placing the note pa- 
per in ono aet and the §150 in the 
other set in presence of two respectable 
men, -nUo at his request accompanied 
him to tho post office to witness the 
posting of the letters. Oil reaching tho 
post office tho man mailed and register- 
ed the dumy lotters, 4 keeping those con- 
taining the money in his pocket, 

A sad affair has happened at. Hat 
Portage. A party of gentlemen, of 
whom Mr. Oharlea Swinbank, of this 
place, was one, started out on a shoot- 
ing expedition about ten days ago. 
After a few days sport Mr. Swinbank 
wandered away from the party and on 
aearch being made his body was dis- 
covered in the woods. From the ap- 
pearance of the body it is supposed he 
took a tit. Mr. Swinbank lea ves a wife, 
but no family. He was a prominent 
Freemason and will be buried with 
Masonic honors by the craft. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

News has been received at Halifax, 
of the cold-blooded murder of W. (J. 
Thompson, of St. John, second mate 
of the Nova Scotia Uarque Strathay, at 
Colombo, Ceylon, on September the 
11th, by a seaman named Smith. Early 
in the morning Thompson ordered 
Smith to work. The latter replied that 
he was sick. 'Ob, you are humbugging,' 
said the mate, "you can do your work 
fast enough." This angered Smith 
greatly, and an altercation ensued be- 
tween them. On the mate turning 
away Smith lifted a handspike which 
lay handy, and Btruck him a terrible 
blow on the back of the head, which 
split his skull open and dashed out his 
biains. Smith was placed in irons and 
subsequently [handed over to fcho police, 
The murderer is a Canadian, a power- 
ful man, six feet high, and bore a bad 
character on the ship. 

The Liberal-Conservatives of Shel- 
burne have nominated Georgo A. Oro- 
well to oppose Robertson, Kiel, repeal 
and ruin in that county. Mr. Orowell 
is an enterprising business man and a 
staunch prohibitionist. 

Very large quantities of apples aro 
being shipped from Halifax to New 
York and England, Tho British Queen 
took 7,000 barrels for London.

P1USCE WALDEMAR. 

Prince Wulderaar, who has boen sel- 
ected by thu Grand Sobranjo as tho suo- 
ceasor of Prince Alexander in tho sover- 
eignty of Bulgaria, is tho third son of the 
king of Denmark. It is dillicult to see 
what qualitien in him have led to his 
election to so important and responsible a 
position. Probably tho fact that he is 
allied to the majority of tho reigning 
powers of Europe either by affinity or 
marriage, had much to do with his selec- 
tion. He ia regarded generally as a 
"goody goody" young man, without any 
of the brilliant traits which characterized 
hiB predecessor. The story of the lat- 
ter'a life reads to us like n media) val 
romanoe, and the fact that his memory 
ia iiiiporiabably enshrined in the hoarta 
of tho Bulgarian people testifies to his 
possession in a romarkable degree of all 
those qualities which go to make up the 
idol of a people. Christian IX , Don- 
mark's present king, the fathor of Prince 
Walderuar, who has become the unan- 
imous choico of the Grand Sobranje, 
has been mainly noted for his success in 
elevating his children to European 
thrones, llis oldest son Goorge is now 
king of Greeco, while his socond son will 
succeed him on the throne of Denmark. 
Should Wuldumar reach the eminence 
now within his grasp, provided Russia is 
■willing, he will make the third ruler in tho 
family. Then on the female side of the 
liousu Christian has shown infinite taot as 
a match maker. The present empress of 
Russia and our own beloved Princosa of 
Walos are daughters of his august majes- 
ty, while it is quite within the proba 
bilitiea that when some day France recalls 
tho Orleans dynasty another daughter 
■will reign aa queen. It is somewhat 
doubtful that Waldemar will accept the 
honor tendored him. There are many 
reasons why he should not and many dif- 
ficulties standing in his way. Ho makos 
his decision contingent on that of his fa- 
ther. The king probably fears what is 
likely to result in tho complications which 
must ensue sooner or later, a collision be- 
tween Prince Waldemar and Kiug George 
of Greece. The Daniah press is said 1 1 ad- 
vise him to refuso the proforred honor 
and these undoubtedly reflect the opinion 
of the Danish people. But tlya principal 
thorn in his path is the opposition of 
Hussia. She took the pains to announce 
before hand that she would consider any 
action of the Sobranjo illegal and would 
refuso to abide by its decroe, and it is 
quite unlikely that she will accept Walde- 
mar. Yesterday's dispatches told us that 
the Austrian and German ambassadors at 
St. Petersburg were instructed by their 
governments to enquire of Russia the 
name of tho candidate Bhe favored. Upon 
the answer to that question depends much, 
since if she objects to the choice 
of the Sobranjo her desigDS on 
the independence of Bulgaria will bo- 
come apparent, and in that event Eng- 
land, Germany, Austria and Italy will 
come to an understanding similar to that 
■which existed among them prior to tho 
Berlin conference. Coupled with the 
statement is the assertion that three 
Italian ironclads have been ordered to 
join the British flaet at Malta. Storms 
would seem to bo ahead and tho develop- 
ments of the next fow weeks will bo 
awaited with tho deepest degree of inter- 
eat and tho most profound feelings of 
alarm. 

One hundred and fifty million dollars 
have already been spent on the Panama 
canal, and according to the most that we 
can find out about the business not over 
fifteen per cect of tho work is accom- 
plished. Probably the genius of the 
marvellous French engineer will (ceep tho 
enterprise going until ho closes up his 
account But what will be the fate of 
the scheme after his death is a vory 
doubtful question. Meanwhile tho pro- 
log*, of a canal across Nicaragua is 
I i >; .g revived and finds many advocates 
among the capitalists of Europo and tho 
United Stitea. When tho idea of a 
waterway between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific was first advocated, this route 
received considerable attontion, and the 
endorsement of several prominent en- 
gineers. A scientific traveler who' has 
lately examined the region declares that a 
splondid ship canal can be cut through at 
this point in less than six years, and that 
it will not cost above seventy million 
d liars. Thero is hardly a chance that 
the Panama canal will bo finished in that 
time, and tho amount of money yet to bo 
expended must bo far muro than this es- 
timate of tho Nicaragua outlay. This 
proposed canal would run from Gaytown, 
on tho Caribboun sea to Brito, on the 
Pacific, about one hundred and soveuty 
milos, all but forty of which is through 
lakes and rivers. 

Was liafl long been recognized as the 
most costly of all human undertakings. The 
vast armies that die from wounds and from 
aiokneBR caused by campaigning often com- 
prise the best citizens of the countries from 
■which they go forth; and theso great losses 
of strong practical men, injure any com- 
munity to nu extent which cannot bo esti- 
mated in dollars and cents. But the direct 
money expenditure of au important content 
reaches a fabulous amount, and in its final 
••fleet upon tho nations engaged iloos more 
to produoe long continued hard timos than 
any other one causo. Tho killing of so 
many bread-winners and the annihilating 
of so much property may mako business 
lively for a fow years, but the true loss 
must show itself in the end. Even in times 
of peace preparation for wars and prepara- 
tion to prevent wars is a constant causo of 
immense expenditure. Tho latest and 
most improved stylos of arms and arma- 
ments iiiiist be possessed and often changed. 
Only a few years since tho entire French 
infantry received now and costly muskets, 
nnd now Gon. Bonlanger has decided that 
thoy must be re-armed again, this time with 
tho new magazine rifles, by which it ib 
thought a few regiments will bo ablo to 
literally fill tho air with bullets and make 
it impossible for tho bvevost foes to stand 
before thorn.

Paws, Nov. 11. — News was received to- 
day of the death of M. Paul Bert, Freuch 
minister resident in Auuam, who was re 
ported yesterday to be critically ill with 
fever. Prime Minister DeFreycinet an- 
nounced M. Bert's death in tho chambor 
of deputies, and that body at once ad- 
journed. 

BULGARIA. 
Tibnova, Nov. 11. — The Bulgarian depu- 
tation appointed to convoy to Prinoa Waldo- 
mar the official notico of his election by the 
Sobranjo to suoceed Prinoo Alexander, have 
departed for Cannes, France, whore the 
prince is sojourning.

A writ of habeas corpus was sued 
out in tho Unit id States district court in 
hor behalf by a waiter employed in the 
Palace Hotol. To-day bIio stated she 
wsb kidnapped at hor home in Chins, 
taken to Hongkong, where sho was 
beaten, had hor photographs tiken, and 
was given a red certificate isiued by the 
custom house in this city. Sho was told 
a story to repeat on her arrival here that 
sho had lived at a cortain small town in 
this state, etc , and was told that sho 
would bo killed if sho did not repeat tho 
story taught hor. Sha was thou taken 
before Judgo Hoffman, who romanded 
her, to be returned on the City of Syd- 
ney to China. 

Chicago, Nov. 11.— It is boliovod that 
tho great strikn at the shipyards is near- 
ing au end. It is reported on 'Change 
this afternoon that Powdorly has ordered 
the men back to work. The same report 
ia curront at Armour's down-town otlico, 
although they have no official confirma- 
tion of it, So many new men have come 
in during tho past few days that the 
packers now say thoy need no more. 

Tho report tolographod from here early 
this evening that tho strike was at au end 
was based on direct information from tho 
packers. At 10 o'olock p. m. infurmat'on 
was received from tho saraa source that 
the report proves false. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 11 — An ex- 
plosion occurred in the cig«r box manu- 
factory of Henry H. Sheep & Co. , this 
afternoon, which blew out the rear wall 
bodily, injuring a number of young man, 
women and girls, aud imperilling the 
lives of over ono hundred more. The 
manufactory is a three-story brick struc- 
ture, and at the back aro locatad a num- 
ber of sheds for storing lumber, used in 
the manufacture of boxes. On tho third 
tloor wero employed about twenty- five 
girls in pasting paper linings in boxes. 
Just before the explosion the engineer 
startsd up atoam by throwing a large 
amount of sawdust on tho lire under the 
boiler from the sawdust bin which was 
located a short distance off. Ho then 
went to the Randolph stroot front of tho 
building. He had been there but a fow 
minutes when he was startled by a re- 
port or loud noise, which was followod by 
the upper portion of the Uack wall falling 
out and tho screams of women in tho 
upper story. The bricks wore flying 
in all directions, and in less than a 
minute later tho whole portion of the 
rear appeared to bo in flames. The. 
greatest excitement was manifested 
among tho hands employed in tho build- 
ing, especially among the females. Some 
of them ran for a stairway loading to the 
street, while others ran to the windows, and 
a few started to climb out, but, they wore 
prevented from jumping to the ground 
by their companions. During all this 
time the flames were spreading from one 
floor to another and crowds, attracted by 
the Binoke and tho ncroauis of tho women, 
blocked tho Btreot, but tfio excitement 
among them was so groat thoy appeared 
powerless fur a long time to assist them, 
Finally several men ran Into the build- 
ing and succeeded in getting them all 
out. The exoitemenl was increased when 
tho girls and young women appeared in 
tho Btreot, some blooding and others bad- 
ly burned. The (ire burnod stubbornly 
despite thu efforts of tho firemen to check 
tho flames and in a remarkably short 
period, owing to tha inflammable char- 
acter of tho contents, tho two uppor ator- 
ios of tho factory and shods in tho rear 
wore blazing. Ono girl, Carrie Brunor, is 
missing. Several others wore injured by 
falling bricks und a number of others 
were badly burned about tho face und 
hands. 

The lire was gotton under control after 
having destroyed almost the entire build- 
ing. About two hours after the lire had 
boen extinguished tho body of Oarrio 
Bruuer, aged 30, an employe, was found 
in the third story of tho factory buried 
under tho steam pipes aud heavy timbers. 
Her body and clothing wero but slightly 
burned, and her death In oil probability 
was caused by heavy timbers falling upon 
her. Fifteen persona wero more or loss 
injured, but it is thought that none of 
them will provo fatil, with tho possible 
exception of Annio Wolfonor, who received 
sovoro burns about the face and body and 
also sustained injurioa from flying timbors. 
Tho girls wero all taken to hotels and the 
men and boys to hospitals. Tho assorted 
theory of tho origin of tho oxplosion is 
that after tho engineer hud banked up the 
fire in the engine thu back draft had 
blown the flames so that they hod com- 
municated with tho sawdust In tho bin, 
and tho flames shooting upward through 
tho largo dust flue which was air tight, 
caused tho explosion.

Thirty-four persons wore in thoooaoh. Sus- 
picion points directly to no person as tho 
perpetrator of the deed. Tho matter will 
be thoroughly investigated. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 11,— Powderloy this 
evening again declined to bo interviewed on 
the Chicago butchers' strike. 

MlNKBAPons, Minn., Nov. 11. — Col., 
Piatt B. W.ilkor, a prominent lumberman 
sayB in an interview published in an even- 
ing journal that a syndicate of Canadian 
lumbermen, with partners in this sttte, 
have acquired title to about 500,000,000 
feet of pine lumber in Northwestern Min- 
nesota, and are arranging tu gobble up 
tho rest of the vast timbor belt on tho 
northern slope, and including about one- 
half of the entiro state. Ho charges thai 
tho clauses in tho civil service bill pro- 
viding for a commission to treat with 
Indiana new occupying these lands for 
their removal to White Earth's agency 
waa auroly in the interest of this Cana- 
dian syndicate. Col. Walker adds that if 
tho treaties should bo made and confirm- 
ed, ten million dollars worth of Indian 
pine will certainly go into tho hands of a 
foreign syndicate, and fifteen million 
dollars worth of lumber that Minnesota 
and Dakota will shortly need, will bo 
owned by the same pool.

In conversation with a Colonist repre- 
sentative yesterday, Mr. Robert Korr, 
the western general passenger agent, said 
that rates from th i Pacifio coast to Cal- 
gary would be the sime as those from 
Muntroal, thus putting both on an equal 
footing. To points thia aide of Calgary 
the rat .is will be graded, ao that Pacific 
coast merchants would have somewhat the 
advant ige of eastern housoa. This will, 
without doubt, meet tho views of Victoria 
merchants and manufacturers. With ro- 
g ird to ratea to Manitoba millers, Mr. 
Kerr said that one would be given which 
would enable them to successfully com- 
pete in price with Oregon Hour. "So 
soon as your people gtt UBed to hard 
wheut flour, they will have nothing more 
to do with the soft wheat Hour of Oregon 
or California," said Mr. Korr. "We are 
going to lead tne horse to water, and if 
he don't drink we can't force him to." 

All along the line now trade was spring- 
ing up, Thia year they had carried 
seventy carloads of surplus hogs from 
Manitoba to eastern markots. A couple 
of years ago they wero hauling ►hem into 
Winnipeg, and a porker was somewhat of 
a curiosity. The cutting houses, recently 
started there, were bound to bo a success, 
and Winnipeg would greatly benefit by 
their presence. 

Mr. W. Whyta, the general superin- 
tendent of the Western division, which 
extends from Winnipeg to Donald, came 
over hiB division ou a t>ur of inspection; 
and to Victoria, to see tho mountain and

The Indian Title. 

To THE Editor: — The voice haa died 
away and now cornea tho echo — or vice 
mm. It is not difficult to determine 
which is which. 

Mr. Duncan aska "why did that great 
and good man, Sir James Douglas, as 
governor, meet tho Indiana of Victoria 
and neighboring tribes, and buy out their 
right to a large tract of land, including 
tho Bito of this city." 

The answer is that Sir James made 
what he termed a treaty of amity and 
friendship with the Indians in order t j 
put tho earliest settlers on an amicable 
footing with the Indians. It was a mattor 
of policy. The buying out — as Mr. Dun- 
can terms it— consisted in giving the In- 
dians a quantity of blankets and other 
iktus— they had no further claims. 
Although Sir James Douglas continued 
governor for many years after this trans- 
action, he never repeated it — never gave 
any other tribe a potlach on this account. 
The Indians were not averse to the set- 
tlement of white people among them, so 
"potlachei" baiug unnecessary were dis- 
couraged and not resorted to. This very 
case, then, goes to show that Sir James 
was of opinion that the Indians had not 
any legal rights, — thus agreeing with the 
judges and jurists. 

Please remember, the Indian policy of 
British Columbia ia not an accident — it 
was formulated by "that great and good 
man, Sir James Douglas," and put into 
practice with the knowledge of her ma- 
jesty's government, and the whole system 
explained to them in a number of hia 
official despatches . ' 

If this is what Mr. Duncan calls an ex- 
periment, it ia one that has been in suc- 
cessful practice for the past half-century 
nearly; never oooasioned any serious 
trouble until the Motlakahtlans defied 
the law. The defiance of law and tho 
constituted authorities ia the crime the 
Metlakahtlaus have committed, and which 
muBt not be winked at. Iu the early 
settlement of the country, when there 
were only a handful of people, they never 
allowed the Indians to oomnrt any serious 
breach of the peace in their neighbor- 
hood to go unpunished. The whites have 
never taken anything away from the In- 
dians but havo given them many benefits 
— which, if they have not made good or 
the best use of, is thoir own look out. 
All that has been asked in return has 
been no more than ia demanded from any 
white man. Obedience to the law 1 
There are no slaves under the Canadian 
flag. As to freedom — liberty to roam — the 
Indians never had any until civilized peo- 
ple came among them. They were always 
afraid of meeting an enemy. Mow tho 
Metlakahtlaus can come in a canoo all 
the way to Victoria without molestation! 
A few years ago they would have had to 
fight their way! There would not havo 
been any need even now to proclaim the so- 
called Indian title a myth had not the In- 
dian , tutors known the law better than tho 
judges and the great and good Sir James' 
policy, and tinctured tho eckolars with their 
false knowledge. As it is, knowing bettor 
now, they had better proclaim it to them, 
and tell them, too, that civili/ed people 
think their moral duty to Indians far 
greater than the valus of their fancied title 
to laud, and that to build any claims on 
such a rotten foundation is only trying to 
build on a quicksand. With regard 
to other portions of Mr. Duncan's 
letter, the writer has nothing to do. 

It is a singular fact that in spreading 
civilization the moral is always accom- 
panied with tho physical weapon. The 
schoolmaster always has a rod. Britons 
expsrienced this 2,000 yeara ago ! ! To 
get quickly at Indian villages, generally, 
and nip disturbance in the bud, the ex- 
tension of the Nanaimo railway to the 
north ia necessary. It would, by pro- 
venting any Indian uprising, save tho 
Canadian government the enormous ex- 
pense, far greater than the cost of tne 
railway, of even a small Indian war. It 
would b* wise economy for the federal 
government to get this railway built for 
this and the numerous other bonefits ao 
shown and pointed out in former letters, 
J^S. H. 

Hallway Probabilities. 

To the Editor:— In yourleador to-day 
headed "Railway Probabilities," which 
very cloarly points out the fact that Vic- 
toria will reap a great benefit from tho 
intendod railway construction that is to 
take placo in the neighboring territories; 
and ffom a Victorian point of view, one 
musk not only agree with your statements 
in tho main, bat also congratulate you on 
advancing ideas that will in the near 
futuro be fully roaliaod. That Victoria is 
certainly destined to be, as far as all 
praotioal and commercial purposes aro 
conoerned, the actual terminus of two or 
more great linos of railway, this, I think, 
cannot be successfully contradicted. Ship 
hsrbor, Eidalgo Island, however, is of

Bpeaking of the harbors situated on the 
opposite side of the straits, below Port 
Townsend, you make the statement that 
!;.. wou d , b, "'K rail communication 
within a littlo over an hour's steamer run 
from Victoria. Thia Utter atatement, of 
course, is correct, although the actual dis- 
tance to a harbor oppoaito is only seven- 
teen miles, showing conclusively that a 
terminus and ferry connection with tha 
latter would result in being far more con- 
venient to Victoria than Ship harbor, 
and is the natural southern continuation 
of Hon. Dr. Helrncken's proposed north- 
ern extension of E. & N. railway

A CUKIOirg COMBAT. 

Between aGila Lizard and A Two-Y£AR- 
Olo Alligator- the Viotohv Won 
ibv the Liiawj, 

London, Oct. 29. — A rare combat 
took place this afternoon in the build- 
ing occupied by the Fish CounnisBiou, 
between two pets of that institution, 
who have probably never found them- 
selves in Bucb close proximity sinco tbo 
ages of featherless birds, winged. rep- 
tiles and web-footed quadrupeds. The 
aggressor, and the victor as well, was 
the newly arrived gila (pronounced 
hela) monster, from the Gila river, in 
Arizona — the only species of lizard 
whose bite is known to be poisonous, 
and the victim was a two-year old alli- 
gator from Florida. The monster is 
fourteen inches long and about twice 
the weight of his antagonist. Both rep- 
tiles were in a senji-torpid condition, 
having ceased to take food a week or 
two ago and for somti purpose they 
had been removed from their glass 
cases and placed beside each other upon 
the stone tloor. An attendant inadvert- 
ently touched the alligator';) tail and 
cauBed.hiui to move sluggishly inward 
a few inches, when he came iu contact 
with the blunt nose of the monster. 

THE SNAKE EYES 

of the latter lighted up with a gleam 
of satanic malevolence, its black lips 
opened wide and its jaws closed with a 
snap upon the forepaw of the alligator. 
The prisoner developed unexpected ac- 
tivity, and though taken at a disad- 
vantage, made for a time a gallant 
light for his liberty and life. Its move 
ments wero marvellously quick, and its 
jaws closed a clo7on times in succession 
upon the mailed head of the assailant. 
It Boon, however', became exhausted, 
and moaning like a Buffering child, re- 
lapsed into quietude. The attendants 
.sought by a variety of means

but were compelled to be very careful 
in handling the venomous monster, ile 
was seized by the tail and held up in 
the air, taken by the bloated neck and 
choked severely, plunged under water 
and maltreated in other ways but to no 
purpose, Then sharp wires were thrust 
into his nose and finally a large trowel 
was forced in his mouth, but such was 
Lhe force of his grip, that the steel 
blade though considerably bent in the 
effort failed to release the imprisoned 
paw. Then tho pair were replaced in 
the glass case which had been occupied 
4jy the monster, and again the

thrashing its enemy with its tail and 
snapping at it with its jaws. In its 
struggles it dislocated its shoulder, and 
its imprisoned limb became powerless. 
Its moaniiigs were pitiful, and the at- 
tendants were moved to renewed ^and 
at last successful efforts to effect a sep- 
aration. The trowel was reintroduced 
into the monster's mouth with no very 
gentle thrusts and probably effected 
severe wounds in some tender part. 
Bubbles of grey iBh slime were exuded 
from ita mouth and nostrils, and final 
ly the jawa slowly opened. Even then 
it was a work of several minutes to 
disengage the hooked fangs from the 
wounded paw. The combatants were 
placed in their separate receptacles, 
the monster lapping his thick black 
lips with his greenish forked tongue, 
while the alligator closed its eyes pro- 
bably to die of the venom in its sys- 
tem.

A 
young girl, aged IS, was put to death 
by the barbaric method of Ling Chi, 
or being cut into a thousand pieces. 
The girl, who was married some time 
ago, lived with her husband, her father 
and mother-in-law, in a small village 
in the district of Wo Ping, or Peace 
in the department of • Wai (Jhuu. One 
day a few months ago her husband, 
father and mother-in-law had gone to 
their duties in the field, and .the young 
wifo waB left at home to propare the 
meals and look after the pigs. She pre- 
pared a kind of congee for the pigs, 
along whioh she boiled ti root said to 
be very good for fattening pigs and 
sheep. While she was out calling the 
pigs her husband, his father and moth- 
er, along with a neighbor, returned 
homo. The calling of the pigs is a sight 
and sound frequently met with in trav- 
eling, through villages in China, as the 
pokers are allowed to wander along the 
roads and villages ut will, The party 
returning from theirsjwork hot and 
thirsty wished for something to drink, 
and seeing the congee took sotno and 
drank it oft". The root which had been 
boiled with the congee, though good 
for sheep and pigs, is bad for man 
The four persons gradually developed 
symptoms of poisoning and ultimately 
diad. The clans-people of tin' deceased 
took the young girl to tin; District 
Magistrate and preferred a charge of 
poisoning her husband, father and 
mother-in-law and a female neighbor. 
To make the charge more plausil le un- 
der the circumstances, winch were all 
in her favor, they intimated that she 
poisoned her relatives because she was 
afraid of being discovered that she had 
been unfaithful to her marriage vows. 
The magistrate made a strict investiga- 
tion, ami no evidence being produced 
that she was guilty of infidelity, he de- 
cided to release her. To this the clan 
objected most strenuously, so the case 
was referred to the Prefect. The Pre- 
fect's decision corroborated that of the 
District Magistrate, hut the clans-peo- 
ple were bent upon her destruction, so 
the case was referred to the Provincial 
Judge. His judgment corresponded 
with those of his fwo subordinates. 
Still the clans people were not satisfied. 
So the case was brought before the tri 
bunal of His Excellency the Viceroy. 
The Viceroy decided that the young 
girl should be put to death by Ling 

Ohi.
